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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of the Claims 

1. Claims 1-4, 6, 7, 24-30 are pending and allowed in the present application. 

2. In the prior action, mailed on December 13, 2006, claims 1-4, 6, 7, 24-30 were pending; 
with claims 1-4, 6, 7, 25, and 27 under consideration and rejected, and claims 24, 26, and 28-30 
from consideration. In the Response of June 8, 2006, the Applicant presented arguments in 
traversal of the rejection. 

Because the elected species of the claimed method are found allowable, the restriction 
between pending claims 1-4, 6, 7, 25, and 27 and withdrawn claims 24, 26, 28-30 is withdrawn, 
and all of the pending claims are allowed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. (Prior Rejection- Withdrawn) Claims 1-4, 6, 7, 25, and 27 were rejected in the prior 
action under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to use the claimed 
method to identify potential vaccines for any infectious disease. The claims are drawn not to a 
method that will identify vaccine targets, but to a method that will identify targets that may then 
be further tested to determine if they would in fact be useful vaccine targets. As the claims 
require only the identification of such potential vaccine targets, and as the art indicates that 
upregulated self-antigens may (or may not) be useful targets for anti-pathogenic therapy, the 
Applicant's arguments in traversal of the rejection are found persuasive and the rejection is 
withdrawn. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 


4. (Prior Rejection-Withdrawn) Claims 1-3, 27 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Konen-Waisman et al. (J Infect Dis 179: 403-13). Applicant's arguments 
are found persuasive, the rejection is therefore withdrawn.
